Skip Rochette, entering his seventh year as head coach of the Concordia Stingers, has developed an 
outstanding reputation both on and off the gridiron. Since coming to Concordia in 1978, he has carefully 
developed the Stinger football program into one of the finest in Canada. In 1982, when the Concordia 
Stingers won their first Ontario Quebec Interuniversity Football Conference final and marched to the 
Canadian Interuniversity Athletic Union National semi-finals, Rochette was rewarded for his efforts by 
being named O..Q.1.F.C. ‘‘Coach of the Year’’ by his peers. 

Skip’s work is not confined to the Concordia football field. For the past two summers he has served as an 
assistant coach for the C.F.L.'s Hamilton Tiger-Cats during their pre-season camp. Coach Rochette is 
also the President of the Canadian University Football Coaches Association. He has also built a strong 
liaison within the local football circles, having directed the Concordia Football Coaches Clinic the past three 
years, 

Skip’s playing career included a four-year stint at the University of Bridgeport, (Conn.), where he 
quarterbacked the football team and earned a Bachelor of Science degree. In his senior year, Rochette 
received honourable mention on the All-New England and All-East teams and guided his team in the Knute 
Rochne Bowl (Division II Championship). Skip then earned a second Bachelor degree in Education at 
Queen’s University, where he led the varsity football team to the Western Bowl. He was drafted twice by 
C.F.L. teams, the Montreal Alouettes in 1970 and the Winnipeg Blue Bombers in 1971. Skip earned a 
Masters degree in Physical Education from the University of New Brunswick, where he served as offensive 
Co-ordinator for the Varsity football team. He resides in Kirkland with his wife Susan and daughter 
Heather.
